Csornoky return 
ed two weeks ago from his post 
as Minister to Egypt and resigned 
Thursday. 

At Nuernberg, Germany, 
American Military Tribunal sen- 
tenced 13 directors of the lI. G. 
Farben chemical combine to pris- 
on terms ranging from 18 months 
to eight years. The penalties were 
the mildest yet imposed in the 
series of war crimes trials there. 

A dozen directors walked out 
of Nuernberg jail free men. Ten 
were acquitted outright on all war 
crimes charges. The other two 
were among those convicted but 
their sentences were so light that 
credit for the time they already 
had served in jail meant their im- 
mediate release.

RUSSIAN BLOC IN MAJORITY 


U. S. Waiver of Veto 
At Belgrade Criticized 


By J. M. ROBERTS, JR.,

The world’s dipiomats are* watching the Danubian Conference at 
Belgrade to see whether it might usher in a period of conciliation 


between the great powers. 


The course of the Conference will be taken as indicative of what 


can be expected from negotiations looking toward a solution 


German and other problems. 

This may be why the United 
States has decided ot to press for 
the right of veto at Belgrade, 
where for the first time since the 
war, the members of th. Russian 
bloc have a majority. 


Without the veto, observers will 
be able to see just how far Russia 
is willing to go in reaching an 
agreeable settlement or .n forcing 
through her own policies regard- 
less of Allied protests. 


Just what the veto concession 
by the United States means in the 
long run is net clear. It had been 
widely assumed that any decision 
reached at Belgrade would have 
to be approved by the Council of 
Foreign Ministers. But a check at 
the State Department yesterday 
brought the answer that such pro- 
cedure was not under considera- 
tion. 


WHAT We GIVE UP 

That would mean that the United 
Stated would not have a chance to 
use its. Council veto no matter how 
our DaNubian policy might be man- 
gled at) Belgrade. The United 
States Anvented the ~eto to give 
Russia equality in postwar nego- 
tiations where she would be out- 
voted. I can’t quite see the profit 
in giving it up without a fight 
when positions are reversed. 

There has been speculation that 
Russia, by agreeing to this confer- 
ence at all, is displaying signs of 
conciliation.

Mr. Trumans Price Bill 


President Truman’s proposal to “roll 
back” prices of many cost-of-living items 
is one of the strangest mixtures of eco- 
nomic and political sleight-of-hand ever 
handed Congress for consideration. 

Mr. Truman wants prices rolled back 
on items that have risen 20 percent or 
more, or which threaten to rise that much, 
since June, 1946, when price controls were 
eliminated. 

That sounds fine. The buying public 
would like nothing better than to see the 
cost of living come down. 

But exactly how can Mr. Truman ac- 
complish that feat with price controls? 
By subsidies, of course. The producer, 
whose cost of doing business remains the 
same, would agree to sell his products at 


a certain price and the difference between

his price and the market price would be 
made up by Government subsidies paid 
with taxpayers’ money. 

There has not been even any estimate 
of how many billions of dollars such sub- 
sidies would require. Most probably the 
Administration itself has not even calcu- 
lated the amount because it does not really 
expect Congress to give serious considera- 
tion to such a hodge-podge piece of legis- 
lation.

But if, perchance, this proposal became 
law, the Government would be placed in 
the strange position of paying subsidies 
to producers of major farm products to 
keep prices up on the one hand and of 
paying sulsidies to processors and manu- 
facturers to keep prices down on the other. 
The taxpayer would be caught right in 
the middle with a staggering load even 
greater than the cost of present inflation. 
Such brazen manipulation might fool a 
few voters, but not many. 

In his eagerness to focus public atten- 
tion on an issue for the campaign, Mr. 
Truman again has overstepped the bounds 
of sound judgment. The President obvi- 
ously has been the victim of much un- 
sound advice from those about him who 
hold the reasoning powers of the public 
in such low esteem as to believe voters 
will fall for any mumbo-jumbo that offers 
glib promises of relief from inflation. 

Mr. Truman’s proposal is, indeed, so 
preposterous that it was labeled “a new 
high in economic futility” by the usually 
restrained New York Times. “No intelli- 
gent Congress, Republican or Demo- 
cratic,’ the Times continued, “could pos- 
sibly stomach this bill, and the Adminis- 
tration must know it.”

Will the Extra Session Help Dewey? 


WASHINGTON—At the Republican caucus after President Harry S. Truman’s special session 
message, Sen. Robert A. Taft, with his accustomed frankness, described the special session strategy 
favored by his former rival, Gov. Thomas E. Dewey. He had talked to Dewey on the telephone, Taft 
said, and Dewey had stated his opinion that an immediate adjournment would be “unwise.” Dewey 


was all for a short session, but he felt that the President’s proposals should be at least briefly. con- 


sidered in the appropriate committees. 

Certain of the House leaders, including 
Speaker Joseph Martin, Majority Leader Charles 
Halleck, and such weighty figures as Leo Allen, 
of the Rules Committee, and Jesse Wolcott, of 
Banking and Currency, have not wanted even 
committee hearings on the President’s proposals. 
They favored merely listening to the President’s 
message in glum silence, issuing rebuttals to the 
press, and bowing out of Washington imme- 
diately with what grace they could muster. 

A small Republican minority wanted actually 
to take some action on the measures proposed by 
Truman, especially housing, even if that meant a 
session lasting several weeks. The Dewey strat- 
egy is a compromise.between these extremes, and 
at the moment it seems to have been adopted 
by the Republicans. And it is interesting in what 
it reveals of Dewey's assessment of the situation. 

On the one hand, Dewey was astute enough 
to see that an immediate adjournment, lacking 
even the rather empty gesture of committee 
hearings, would not sit well with the country. 
It would suggest that the Republican Congress 
refused even to admit the existence of the hous- 
ing and price problems. 


On the other hand, when he emphasized 
in his telephone conversation with Taft that 
the session should be short, Dewey clearly 
had in mind the meaning to his own cam- 
paign of a prolonged and bitter battle be- 
tween Truman and the Republican Con- 
gress. The attention of the country would 
then have been focused on the comparative 
merits of Truman and the Congress, rather 
than the comparative merits of Truman and 
Dewey. No prospect could please Dewey 
less. 


Therefore a short, perfunctory session, in 
which the Administration would be given an op- 
portunity to state its case for the record, but in 
which no action would be taken, seemed the 
best of a bad bargain. Even so, in one sense it 
is not a very good bargain. 

Dewey and his cohorts will argue during the 
campaign that the special session was nothing 
but a political maneuver, in which serious legis- 
lation could not be undertaken, and that such 
legislation must be executed by an effective, 
rather than a politically and morally bankrupt, 


‘ 

Administration. But Truman will certainly ham- 
mer away at the Republican refusal to deal with 
housing and prices. The Truman strategists in- 
tend particularly to make hay with Dewey’s 
phrase about the special session being a “fright- 
ful imposition” on Congress. There will be much 
talk about the “frightful imposition” on the vet- 
erans who have to live with their mothers-in- 
law, and the “frightful imposition” on the house- 
wives who have to pay a dollar for a pound 
of hamburger. 

This line of attack is by no means ineffec- 
tive. Thus it seems probable that the special 
session will cost the Republicans votes. It should 
help Democratic candidates, especially in the 
big city areas, whatever strategy the Republi- 
cans may eventually adopt. Yet it still does not 
seem at all probable that the special session 
maneuver could beat Dewey and elect Truman. 
And, in a curious way. the maneuver is likely in 
the end to help Dewey in his task of riveting 
tight Administration control of Congress next 
Winter. This is so simply because the special 
session call may well prevent the election of an 
unmanageable Republican majority. 


Dewey must control Congress. He must 
control Congress essentially because he fa- 
vors, in more moderate form, much of the 
legislation which Truman has proposed. All 
this legislation, even the mild Taft-sponsored 
housing bill, is anathema to the Martin- 
Halleck-Allan-Wolcott junta in the House. 
These men and their friends will have to 
be induced to shut their eyes and swallow 
down a good deal of mederate social legisla- 
tion, which will taste like poison to them, 
if Dewey is to develop a coherent legislative 
program. And they can only be induced to do 
so if Dewey’s control of Congress is well-nigh 
absolute. , 


With the prestige of the first Republican 
President in sixteen years, with the immense 
patronage at his command, and with his own 
well-oiled machine working in high gear, Dewey 
should be quite capable of persuading Martin 
and his friends to see things the Dewey way, at 
least for a couple of years. But the job will be 
a great deal easier without a whopping big 
Republican majority.

A police reporter gets a look at most of those who make 
the break.

They usually end up in some ludicrously tragic or hilariously 
sad situation with John Law and the judge making decisions and 
a crowded courtroom looking on at the woman in the case, and 
at the weeping family. 

Somerset Maugham used the formula over and over again, in 
one form or another. It is a fact, and a human one, that when 
some choir leader, minister or priest forgets duties and vows for 
love, and goes off with the blonde soprano in the choir or the wife 
of one of the parishioners, the reading public finds in it a certain 
humor. 


Publicity all behind and go off with the object of their passion 
should not be publicized because to do so would bring disgrace and 
criticism on the church or on religion. That is a fantastic idea. 
The fact that so few do so contributes to making it news. And I 
know of no reason why an officially connected religious person 
should be more shielded when caught than anyone else, be he 
newspaperman, lawyer, doctor or what not. They provide horrible 
object lessons, being usually ridiculous and lacking in any glamor 
whatsoever.

Once I rode the wagon out to a dismal house in a cotton- 
mill village where a burglar reportedly had broken in 
and killed the man of the house. The mourners were the fat, 
dumpy wife and an idle roomer in the house. Within an hour 
the police had the confession of the young man, 18 years the junior 
of the fat, silly woman, that they had plotted it together and that 
he had bashed in the sleeping husband’s head with a baseball bat. 
They loved each other very dearly indeed and were prepared to 
marry as soon as they could rid themselves of the poor devil who 
toiled every day to keep the place going and to feed, incidentally, 
the idle roomer. 

“Love”. takes many curious turns, some of them violent and 
leading off to the electric chair, and such. I recall just one of 
those. This time the man in the case did away with his spouse, 
stuffing @er in a trunk, with her head removed, and shipping 
her to Detroit. He fled with the young lady whom he loved and 
it was 14 months before they were caught. They were living under 


assumed names as a married couple. He was working faithfully. 
and they had been accepted by the neighbors as a devoted couple. 

But, these cases always puzzle me, being apparently free from the 
excesses brought on by booze or low companions, but just examples 
of what the French call the grande passion. I hope the ex-parson 
makes the grade, but when he left muttering they had best nat 
throw it-up to him, I had my doubts. Next to the law of gravity, 
love exerts the most powerful pull.

More Interest In Platforms

PRINCETON, N. J.—One effect of the fight within the Demo- 
cratic Party over President Truman’s program has been to stimulate 
public interest in what the Democratic Party platform has to say 
about controversial issues. 

A survey among voters finds that a higher proportion took the 
trouble to read all or some of the Democratic platform than was 


got a very widespread reading. 
Readers About four out of every 10 voters say they have read 
all or part of the Democratic platform, as compared 

to fewer than three in 10 who read the Republican document. The 
civil rights plank in the Democratic platform seems to have aroused 
particular attention. 

To test public interest in the Democratic platform the Institute 
put the following question to a cross-section of voters in all parts of 
the country: 


“Did you happen to read the Democratic Party platform 
drawn up at their Convention in Philadelphia?” 


A similar poll on the Republican platform was reported early 
this month. A comparison follows:

Yes, all of it . 71% 
Yes, only part of it ....32 
No, not any of it

Those voters who said they had paid some attention to the Demo- 
cratic platform were then asked a series of questions concerning
